1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject matter of 
the independent claims could not be found and was not suggested by the prior art of record. The 
subject matter not found is an integrated system for monitoring and treating diabetes including a 

glucose sensor that continuously measures glucose, a receiver that receives the glucose level 
information, and a medicament delivery device physically detachably connectable to the 
receiver, and programming that detects clinical risk and calculates a therapy recommendation, 
and requires validation by the user, in combination with the features of the invention 
substantially as claimed. 

2. Also not found is an integrated system for monitoring and treating diabetes comprising a 
continuous glucose sensor, a receiver comprising a processor that determines a host's metabolic 
response to cell transplantation by a cell transplantation device, in combination with the features 

of the invention substantially as claimed. 

3. Also not found is an integrated system for monitoring and treating diabetes comprising a 
continuous glucose sensor, a receiver, and a medicament delivery device, and a single point 
glucose monitor, wherein the programming configured to calculate a medicament to be delivered 
performs the calculation based on the glucose concentration measured by the single point 
glucose monitor, in combination with the features of the invention substantially as claimed. 

4. Also not found is an integrated system for monitoring and treating diabetes comprising a 
continuous glucose sensor, a receiver, and a medicament delivery device, and programming 
configured to determine a host's metabolic response to medicament delivery for a first time
